GILBERT AND SULLIVAN 


The Builders of H. M.S. ‘‘Pinafore’’ 
Come to America, : 


i 


How the Famous Frigate Was Built, 
Christened and Launched, 


Interesting Interviews with the Musical 
Authors. 


[(Fromthe New York Herald. | 

LONDON, October 25.—By the time these 
lines reach you the author and composer of 
**H. M.S. linafore’’ will have landed, or be 
just about to landin America. It may be in- 
teresting, therefore, to collocate pl notes 
concerning Messrs. W.S. Gilbert and Arthur 
Sullivan; men who, intheir respective lines 

have done work which will make their names 
forever memorable in the annals of the English 
-Stave and concert room. They are accom- 
panied by Mr. Alfred Cellier, one of the fore- 

most of the rising composers of England, 

and the object of their visit is, as you know, 

to produce a new comic opera which is toequal, 
although itean hardly be expected to rival, 
the popularity of Capt. Corcoran’s famous 
vessel. First, then, as to Mr. W. S. Gilbert 
He has had his failures as well as his sueccess- 
es, but no playwright in this country stands 
higher in the estimation of the more intel- 
lectual class of theater-goers. He has worked 
for the stage in all varieties of style. His first 
piece Was a burlesque on an Italian opera 
for the St. James’. He has written comedies 
suchas *‘An Old Scare,’’ ‘*Tom Cobb,’’ 
**Kngaged’’ and ‘**Randall’s Thumb.” He 
has adapted French plays very cleverly, as in 
‘*The Wedding March.’’ Ile has given us 
exquisite fairy and mythological comedies in 
“Pygmalion and Galatea,’’ ‘*The Palace of 
Truth,’* and ‘*Broken Hearts.’*’ He has 
dealt with the topics of the day in sareastic 
fashion, as in **The Happy Land.’’ He 
wrote an admirable serious drama in ‘*Dan’l 
Druce,”’ and aless successful one in “*The Vag- 
abond,” and more recently in “‘Giretchen’’ he 
made a daring attempt to deal with a subject 
consecrated by the genius of Goethe, which, 
the author asserts in the preface to the pub- 
lished edition of it, had nota fair trial. He 
has produced an idy! like **Sweethearts,’’ and 
a squib like ** Trial by Jury,’* and finally has 
won enormous popularity as the author of the 
comic operas, **The Sorcerer’? and ‘*HL. M. 
S. Pinafore.’’ That list does not pretend to 
be exhaustive, but it shows Mr. Gilbert's 
versatility and how he has worked in the path 
of life he has chosen, As to his success, tt 
may be said that the peculiar bent of 
bis genius -has made him more at home in 
satirical and humorous work than in plays of 
more serious interest. Iie seemsto lack 
that sympathy which is necessary to touch the 
hearts of an audience, though we are not for- 
getting **Sweethearts’’ when saving that,and 
his mental attitude might be detned as that 
of an inhabitant of ttopsy-turvydom. His 
blank verse in his more serious plays, notably 
in ‘**Gretchen,** contains some powerful 


lines, but seldom rises into poetry; it strikes, 


vou as being clever, but does not touch vou. 
kor the rest Mr. Gilbert is an admirable stage 
inanager. very careful and painstaking, un- 
derstanding precisely what he wants ani 
knowing how to produce the effects after 
which he is striving. 

MR. ARTIEUR SULLIVAN, 

Mr. Arthur Sullivan, the popular come 
poser. is ason of a bandmaster, at Sandhurst, 
and Was initiated in the-mysteries of music at 
an early age, of the choristers known 
as the ‘*Chiidren of the Chapel Roval.”*’ 
Respecting his operas, like many composers 
of the day, he was fortunate in his librettist. 
Chorley, though an acute critic, furnished a 
very poor **book’’ for an opera, and ‘**The 
Sapphire Necklace’’ would probably 
have met With more favor had 
it been better written. ‘Cox and 
Box’ and the **Contrabandista,’’ to produce 
which the composer worked in conjunction 
with Mr. Burnand, showed him to advantage 
in light music, andthen came his tirst ora- 
torio, ** The Prodigal Son.*’ A cantata en- 
tithed **On Shore and Sea’’ won warm 
praise. Mr. Grose supplied the libretto for 
**The Light of the World,’* an oratorio still 
popular at musical festivals held in cathe-

| drals. which contains some sound work, and 


then-we come to the days of ‘*Trial by Jury.” 
**The sorcerer” and ‘*Pinafore.*” Mr. Sulli- 
van has indeed won so much fame as a writer 
of comic opera that he is hardly likely to 
return more ambitious composition 
vet awhile, unless, ind your 
American institutions should impress 
Mr. Gilbert that he takes a serious turnand 
writes an oratorio, One need hardiy name 
Sullivan’s songs to a generation which hears 
‘*The snow Lies White,’’ **No Lost Chord’’ 
and ‘*sweethearts’’ echoing in a thousand 
drawing rooms, nor need we mention part 
songs. hyinn tunes, a **Te Deum’’ and other 
miscellaneous Work Which the compo-er has 
executed in the intervals of his heavier labors. 
Mr. Sullivan is principal of the National 
Training scbool of Music, and has been much 
in request as a conductor at various concerts 
inallparts of the kingdom. He plays the 
piano chariningly, and is « pleasant compan- 
ion, coing a great deal into society. 
MR. ALFRED CELLIER. 

Mr. Alfred Cellicr, who goes out alsoto 
conduct and assist generally in. bringing out 
the new work, is a composer who possesses is 
genuine a giftof melody as any man now be- 
fore the public.

It 
was a bitter cold morning. The two famous 
representatives of English comic opera were 
still at breakfast, delightfully ensconced amid 
a bevy of charming American young ladies. 

**] have come here from the Herald to greet 
you upon your arrival on American soil,’’ said 
the reporter. 

Mr. Gilbert laughed and amiably introduc- 
ed his comrade in arms, Mr. Sullivan. They 
led the writer to their stateroom below, which 
was in a state of bewildering confusfon. The 
reporter, however, founda seat on a ae 
cigar box containing, according to Mr. Sulli- 
yan’s statement. not less than five hundred 
cigars, while the composer crouched upon an- 
otber boxand Mr. Gilbert rested bimself as 
wellas he could against the sharp wooden 
edge of his berth. 

‘*We had been warned by Edmund Yates 
and others that we should be interviewed,’’ 
said Mr. Sullivan, after the conversation had 
been in progress in the most informal fashion 
for some little time; *‘and, to frank With 
you, we had rather dreaded the ordeal; but if 
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the music of an 


it is always as pleasant as this we’li be happy 
to have it done every day.’’ 
GILBERT AND SULLIVAN SKETCHED. 

The appearance and mannerof the two fa- 
mous Englishmen greatly belie the published 
accounts which bave found their way across 
the ocean, and which represented more es- 
pony Mr. Gilbert as a manof austere and 

aughty temperament. On the contrary, two 
more amiable, modest, simple, good-hu- 
mored and vivacious men could not easily be 
imagined. They fairly brim over with 
animation, high spirits and the  jol- 
liest kind of bonhomie and 
it would appear to the most indifferent 
observer that they must shed gladness upon 
any company in which they bappen to be. 
Mr. Gilbert Is a fine, well-made, robust man, 
apparently of forty-five, above the medium 
stature, with the brightest and rosiest of 
faces, an auburn moustache and short ‘‘inut- 
ton-chop’’ whiskers, tipped. only slightly, 
with iron gray, large and clear blue eyes anda 
forehead of high, massive and intellectual cast. 
Hiis voice bas a hearty, deep ring, and his ut- 
terance ts quick and jerkvy—as though he 
were almost tired of keeping up the business 
of saying funny things, which everybody 
more or less expects of him. Mr. Sullivan ts 
quite different. In his appearance gentle 
feeling and tender emotion are as strongly ex- 
pressed as cold, glittering, keen-edged 
intellect is in that of Mr. Gil- 
bert. Ife is short, round and 
plump, with a very fieshy neck, and as 
dark as his collaborateur is fair, with a face 
of wonderful mobility and sensitiveness, in 
which the slightest emotion plays with un- 
mistakable meaning, with eyes whieh only 
the Germanic adjective of ‘*soulful’’ would 
fitly describe and the full, sensuous lips of a 
man ofimpassioned nature. With all this 
Mr. Sullivan, who Keeps amonocle dangling 
over one eye while the other twinkles merrily 
at youand whose dark whiskers and hair 
bave an ambrosial curl, is also something ofa 
polished man of fashion. 

A FROTHY TRIFLE, 

The conversation of course turned first upon 
**Pinafore,’* and Gilbert and Sullivan agreed 
in expressing their suprise at its enormous 
success in this country. 

‘It is rather hard,’’ said Gilbert, with great 
good humor, when one has done for vears seri- 
ous Work—a work, at least, aiming to be so— 
to find after allthata frothy trifle like this 
should have so far exceeded in its success the 
work which one has held in far more serious 
estimation. For we really had no idea that it 
would be such an extraordinary success, you 
know.’’ 

Mr. Sullivan cordially chimed in with this 
sentiment and alluded to his oratorios and 
other compositions of a more ciassical and 
ambitious style, which he was constrained to 
acknowledge had not met with anything like 
the popular success that ‘*Pinafore’’ has en- 
joyed. 

**U'nder what inspiration was it composed 
--champagne sr Bass’ ale?’ 

Mr. Sullivan laughed and replied that dur- 
ing most of the time in which he wrote the 
score of the ‘*Pinafore’’ he was seriously ill, 
and was often in creat pain when be composed 
the merriest melodies in that tuneful little 
work. 

‘(id these striking airs occur to you spon- 
taneously, ordid you have to search for them, 
as it were?’’ 

‘Oh, it’s a great mistake to suppose that 
opera bubbles up like a 
spring,’’ was the ecomposer’s reply. ‘**We 
have to dig for music like the miner for his 
gold. It won’t do for the miner to expect the 
gold to come up spontaneously. Ie has to 
dig deep for it, and so we, also, have to dig 
for our musical treasures. ’’ 

‘*And the words,’* the reporte. «,ueried, 
turning to the author. **How was it that thev 
were so closely wedded to the musical idea?’’ 

‘*Well, we have been working together har- 
moniously for the last seven years,’* was Mr. 
Gilbert’s reply. ‘tand have learned to under- 
stand each other so thoroughly that even the 
faintest suggestion of the one meets witha 
resdy and sympathetic response from the 
other. Inallthis period of active co-opera- 
tion it has never even once occurred that we 
have disagreed as fo the way in which an idea 
should be carried out, be it either poetically 
or musicaliv.’’ 

‘*Did you expect those familiar quotations 
from ‘Pinafore’ to become the popular cateh- 
words which they now are?’’ 

“*Never,’’ was Mr. Gilbert’s 
emphatie reply. 

**What! Never?’ 

‘*Well, very seldom,’’ the author lauching- 
ly answered, *‘as 1 once innocently said be- 
fore to a gentlemanwho asked me the same 
question, and who laughed uproariously, he 
thought it so funny. But, seriously speak- 
ing, I hadno idea that these few jocular ex- 
pressions would pass inte the small currency 
of daily conversation. Had I sat down with

‘**And how is it that ‘Pinafore’ has not been 
as great asuccess in England as it proved in 
this country?’

In London it has been running 5% nights, and 
itwas played at four theaters at the saine 
time. In the provincial theaters it has been 
acontinual attraction for the last yearanda 
half or more.’”’

I hav2 
often been amused, and oftener chagrined, at 
the many palaces that have been erected in 
the newspapers, and have about come to the 
conclusion that every new project’s fate is 
to be buried in oblivion. Not that the people 
do not favor them. That they certainly do. 
But when the contribution box is passed 
around among our ‘“‘tenterprising people,’’ 
they are all found nodding. I do not believe 
that the merchants of St. Louis, who will be 
most benefited, will give $300,000 for an ex- 
position building.. But I have a plan by 
which the burden might fall on others besides 
the merchants. 1 will brieflv state it: The 
time is approaching when it will be St. Louts’ 
turnto hold the National Saengerfest, for which 
purpose we must have a building. Lustead of 
erecting a building that could only be used for 
concerts, let the singing societies put in their 
monev in a fend to erect a building that might 
be used foran Exposition as well asa Saen- 
gerfest.An armory for our militia is also a want 
much needed in st. Louis, and several times 


' we have had armories built—on paper. Well, 


let the militia throw in their stipend and use 
the building for driiling purposes 
when not otherwise needed, and they will 
save money that they now give for the use of 
halls. The merchants can then furnish the 
balance, which will have been much diminish- 
ed by the contrivutions, and St. Louis will 
bave a building that it can be proud of.

The actual vote, as you 
see, is but 258,000, or nearly 150,000 short of 
the natural vote. Allow 50,000 for stay-at- 
home voters, and we still have to account 
for about 10,000.

‘The largest 
number of voters in any Congressional District 
in this State is 26,600, and in one district there 
are but 18,600, I propose,sir, to invite the at- 
tention of Congress to this fact, and demand 
that Massachusetts restore the ballot te her 
disfranchised citizens, or lose the three mem- 
bers from her Congressional delegation, who 
represent these disfranchised citizens. I do 
not believe in an aristocratic form of Govern- 
ment. The whole people. constitute a much 
safer repository of liberty and justice than a 
part, however intelligent, cultivated or 
wealthy that part may be.’’

The Plan to be Pursued at the Second Bap- 
tist Church—The Auction to Come Off To- 
Night. F 
AtS8o’clock this evening 

Second Baptist Church, corner ot Beaumont 
and Locust streets, Rev. W. W. Boyd pastor, 
‘will be rentedfor one year. The system adopt 
ed by the Board of Trustees is @ most admir- 
able one. The church is free of debt; the pews 
will be rented forasum butlittic above what 
is necessary to defray the current expense, viz. 
the pastor's salary, music, gas, insurance, 
supplies, ete. The plan tor renting the pews 
fives the poorest an opportunity to enjoy thé 
Best in the church and the richest an opportnu- 
nity to aid. Prices are set upon the pews rang- 
ing from $15 to $260, but not according 
to position and value of the pews. A pewin 
the center ofthe auditorium is marked $260, 
while another in the same row and next sec.

E. G. Obear will auction off the choice of pews 
at the above named hour. The wealthy 
members ot the congregation may bid higk, 
and the one who succeeds in vout- bidding 
his opponent may select one of the pews for 
whbich be will pay $260 a year rent in addition 
to the amount bid lor the choice, thus bene- 
titing the ehurch. 

A poorer member may bid for chotce ant 
select a seatior which he will have to pay vut 
$100 a year, which will be just as good, 

Twenty-tour pews will be set upart, some ol 
theminthe most acceptable portionsof the 
auditorium, for those whose circumstances d»> 
not permit them to pay. ' 

Eight minutes after service Degins all the un- 
occupied seats are free to all. 

Choices for sittings will also be auctioned off 
this evening. A young man may rent & sitting 
and by the system of collection pay forit by 
installments weekly, monthly, quartesly or 
semi-annually.

likelihoed boarded a bridge car on the Wash- 
ington avenue line and was in Ulinois in a tew 
minutes. 

Metzer was underindictmentand awaiting: 
hearingon achargeof burglary tm the sosond 
degree and larceny in ourgarizinog Juseph 
Dausner's jewelry establishment on the Gravois 
Koad near Victor street ou the 
night of the last day of lust 
Julv. The evidence of bis guilt was conclusive, 
aud if his case had come to trial it would have 
been five years inthe penitentiary beyond a 
doubt.

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FIVE DAYS IN A JURY ROOM. 


‘Showine the Importance of Selecting a 


; Jury With Care. 


“Two Jurymen Who Would Have Voted Guilty 
Induced to Vote Not Guilty—Us- 


ing a Page of the Bible asa 
Tally Score at Cards. 


(From the Philade!phia Times. } 

The jurytowhem Judge Briggs, at half- 
past cight o'clock last Saturday evening, com- 
anitied the fate of William Rusk, who was 
tried on the charge of killing David McCool, 
returned to the court-room ata quarter of 
twelve o’clock, yesterday, with a verdict of 
“not guilty.”’ They bad been out for nearly 
five days. The prisoner was discharged. 

The jury that acquitted Rusk was composed 
of George Deasece, the foreman, driver, 5: 
Washington avenue; Thomas Richardson, 
merchant, Chelten avenue and Chew street, 
‘Germantown; William Thomas, tobacconist, 
43 Peplar street; Robert Pentland, printer, 
S58 Suffolk street; Peter Leary, bricklayer, 
Robin-ox street, Manayunk; George Cottman, 
saw grinder, 172 Laurel street; Benjamin F. 


Fox, bricklayer, 318 East Venango street; 

‘George W. Lentz, buteber, 1546 East Mont- 
gomery avenue; S. IH. Brooks, collector, 2030 
Porcelain street: Lindsey Evans (colored), 
waiter, Tenor Place, west from 41# South 
Fourth street; G. W. ee printer, 412 
South Fifth street, and J. G. Ledyard, pho- 
tograpber, 1020 Mount Vernon street. 

Mr. Pentland says that Mr. Richardson, 
Mr. Ledyard, Mr. Evans and himself were at 
first in favor of a verdict of manslaughter, 
but the four gradually dwindled down until 
yesterday, when Mr. Pentland stood alone on 
the side forthe conviction of the prisone Ps 
His tinal consent to say **not guilty,’’ despite 
his belief of Rusk’s guilt, Mr. Pentland ex- 
plains by saying that yesterday morning found 
him suffering very much from headache and 
the effects of confinement, and, seeing that 
further bolding out against the eleven would 
be useless, he took the step that gave him 
fresh air and liberty. 

**We have had a remarkable time,’’ added 
Mr. Pentland, *‘and I would not go through 
it again for one hundred dollars cash in ad- 
vance. The devices of the jurors to relieve 
the dreadful monotony were innumerable, 
and many of them as worthy of note as are 
the sayings of some of the men. Listen, and 
I'll read te you from my nate book: 

“On Thursday night, before all the evidence 

as in, Leary said, in presence of all hands, 
‘Damned if Lean sus that-the man is guilty.’ 
I told himthat he ought not to express an 
opinion upon the matter until all the testimony 
should be in. 

**A plumber’s lamp, full of alcohol, was 
foundin the jury room on Friday afternoon. 
Fox, known as ‘the jolly man’ of the purty, 
couldn’t resist the temptation to taste the 
aleohol. Cottman, whom we always called 
‘the fat man,’ poured some into a glass, but 
as soon as it reached his lips he turned up his 
nose and handed itto Fox, who swallowed it 
With relish in sips. Cottman then tried it 
again, but with no better success. Bright and 
early Saturday morning Fox was at the lamp 
again for anothernip. Hejocularly expressed 
fears that the lamp wouldn’t hold out, and he 
said that he wouldn't advise any of the other 
fellows to drink. He put the lamp away se- 
curely, as he thought, but when he came at 
noon for another ‘pull,’ he found the lamp 
empty. 

“The first vote was taken at 9 o’clock Satur- 
dlay evening on the question of whether the 
prisoner was guilty of either the first or the 
second degree of murder, or of manslaughter. 
Nine jurors voted ‘net guilty,’ and Richard- 
eon, Ledyard and myself were for man- 
slanehter. Before midnight we agreed un- 
animously to vote upon the question of man- 
slaughter. Eightsaid ‘not guilty’ and four 
*vuilty,’ Evans, the colored juror, having 
come over tous. He went back next day, 
however, when a vote resulted in nine for ac- 

qjuittal and three for conviction. A repetition 
of the balloting later inthe day found no 
change, 

8 “VOX, ‘the jolly man,’ started a burlesque 
prayer meeting on Sunday afternoon, which 
evoked expressions of disapproval from Rich- 
ardson and Evans, and I was discusted also. 
With cight mirthful jurors seated around him 
Fox performed all sorts of negro camp-meet- 
ne antics, leaping, clapping bis hands and 
knees and sceming as if he might shake him- 
selfapart. Meanwhile suiting words to 
action, he would sing with mock piety, such 
ditties as 

Three great big crows sat on atrec, 

And they were black as crows could be. 

sing, brothers, sing! 


**The ‘brothers’ would join heartily in the 
chorus, With the jolly man’s voice above all 
the rest. When they thought that they bad 
given sufficient musical expression to their 
Sabbath devotions they spent the rest of the 
afternoon in spinning yarns, many of which 
were of a character by no means edifving. 

**Two ballots were taken on Monday, with 
the previous result of nine to three, after be- 
ing outover thirty-six hours. Deasce, the 
foreman, told ine that he had not formed anv 
opinion at all,and yet he had voted four times 
for acquittal, It seemed to some of us that 
Deasce had no opinions, but merely wished to 
xo With the inajority. Ie spent considerable 
of the time in learnihg to write from copic- 
that I setforhim. Hecould barely scribble 
his name. 

' **Among the events tojrelieve the monotony 
of Monday was the mysterious disappearance 
of the colored juror’s pocket-book. It con- 
tained only three cents in cash, but had in ita 
number of recommendations from former em.- 
ployers, and to these papers Evans attached 
much value. A juror offered to inform the 
judge of the matter, but Evans was unwill- 
ing. The property bas not vet been found. 

oop he thoughtfulness of the association that 
supplies hotel apartinents, jury rooms, and 
such places with copies of Holy Writ free of 
charge Was aperec iated by Cottman on Mon- 
day evening, when he used a page of the tirst 
chapter of St. Luke for a tally score in a game 
of casino with Fox and Thomas. 

“Ledyard weakened on Tuesday morning. 
leaving Richardson and myself the only jurors 
in favor of conviction. Three other balloting~ 
were held that day, but without making a 
change. On Wednesday, Richardson seemed 
to think that there Was ‘no use in holdiifg out 
any longer.’ He was tired and disgusted,and 
in the afternoon, after the Judge had refused 
to permit cigars to be lirought “to Richardson 
from his store on North Eighth street, he 
spoke to me of the advisability of both of us 
cging over to the majority. I declined. Some 
time afterward, on the same day,'Thomas also 
tried to induce me to ‘go over.” I suppose he 
bud observed me taking notes every day, and 
said he tome: ‘T’ll do what [canto help vou 

make up an article for any of the newspapers, 
orl i do anything else in my power to help 
you.” Thomas also remarked, in the course 
of our conversation at that time, that he had 
expected that he would ‘get on this case. 
Ww hat he meant further than to have me ‘yo 
over’ and let the jury be free, Tcannot say. 

** Richardson persisted in his efforts to con- 
vince me that we ought to go over and get out 
of this misery, and “finally, near noon vester- 
day, 1 vielded, for the reasons which I have 
already given. Iwas notonly sick from coi- 
tinement but disgusted bevond measure at the 
rudeness, Vulgarity, and disagreeable habit» 
of some of the jurymen. There were men 
there who seemed willing to stay for an in 
definite period, as long as they would receive 
their $2 0a dayand board, but, under the 
circumstances. I could not fec| that way. 

‘By the way, there’s something which 
ought to be brought to the attention of the 
courts——-the shameful condition of the walls 
of the sleeping apartments. They are literal- 
ly covered with scribbling, drawings, carica- 
tures, and other pictures, afew of which, it 
is true, are opento no other objection than 
that of marring theuppearance of the rooms, 
but the wo! of them being of the most 
indecent description. Notwithstanding the 
wile character of these things their jurymen 
authors, mm many instatices, do not appear to 
have been ashamed of them, for the vy have left 
their signatures along with them. °
